ei nor Stratton will veto many bills 
that have

The session as a whole has been 
good for the people. 
With the 
largest budget in the history of the 
state, there will be no general tax 
increase. 
School Legislation 
Although school legislation was 
highly debated and at times poli­ 
tics entered in the picture, schools 
fared very well in this session. All 
levels of education wer 
given in 
creases. 
It is now possible for a 
child to go from the first grade 
through college with a minimum 
fee. The common school fund was 
increased to $227 million plus $10 
million revolving fund plus $10 
million for drivers’ education and 
the schools will get a larger re 
fund 
foi 
school 
transportation, 
The present $200 per student rate 
will continue for the next two 
\ears. 
Southern Illinois Universi 
iy was granted an increase and it 
is now possible for the larger cities 
of our district to establish junior 
colleges. 
Teacher 
salaries 
have 
been increased to a $3200 mini­ 
mum. 
( (institutional Amendments 
Tw'O Amendments will appear on 
the ballot next fall for the people 
of the state to vote on. 
The long 
awaited 
judicial 
reform 
amend 
rnent will for the first time go 
before the people. 
It has alwa. 
been defeated in the General As­ 
sembly until this year 
The main 
objection has been the selection of 
judges by lawyers 
That has been 
removed and the people will con­ 
tinue to elect the judges 
The other amendment will be 
to 
allow 
sheriffs 
and 
county 
treasurers to succeed themselves. 
At present they can only serve one 
term. 
That is the reason that in 
most counties a sheriff will run 
tor treasurer and the treasurer run 
for sheriff. 
T h e 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendments found the members of 
this district united in opposing 
some of the governors program. 
Some of the proposals that were 
killed was abolishing the auditors 
office and making it an appointive 
office 
by 
the 
governor. 
The 
amendment to allow 18 year olds 
to vote failed by just a few votes. 
District Legislators 
The three House members and 
Senator Jones from this district 
introduced and passed more bills 
than usual. A bill that has received 
little attention is very important to 
our part of the state.

handled it in the House.
